The only pre- 
touce of an excuse for tliis outrage 
appears. to be that the Chief of Pohce 
of Montreal had sent a telegram to the 
Superintendent 6f Police of this city 
to arrest Mrs Mackouzio. No legal 
charge was preferred against her. If 
sach a telegram justitiod the treat- 
ment she received from tho police, 
then any woman in this city, no mat- 
ter who, is liable to airoot, and to im- 
prisonment in the ceil of a railwaj 
station, on tho mero telegraphic re- 
quest from any chief of police, any 
'vrhere,- that she be arrested!

'Never,' says tho Odessa correspon- 
dent of the moscovv 'Gazette,' 'never 
fia6 Odessa passed through such a 
crisis as the present. Cholera, pesti- 
lence and war have dealt leniently 
with our city in corapaiisoii witli tho 
blow adiuiuistercd by the present 
' commercial crisis.' The picture, says 
tbe.LbxidoQ "Timea.'is not overdrawn. 
During the last few months the wealth 
of the ancient port has been grievous- 
ly shaken. One bankruptcy has trod 
upon the heels of tho other. Both 
small and great couunorcial firms have 
been scattered before the winds like 

..ohaff. Tradesmen have followed in 
™the^ftke of their beLLors, and there is 
a general collapse. Tu give illustra- 
tions, the Odessa Credit Company an- 
nounces the sale of one hundred and 
sixteen.bouses,, taken from defaulters. 
The 8 am for which these houses are 
mortgaged to tho Bank amounts to 
2,388,000 roubles, tho eight part of 
ail loars accordeil on real property. 
The Khorson District Bank has forty- 
three estates on baud, sbized from aa 
jj^^^i^^n^ d^^btors' in consequence of the 
non-payment of 2,8-16,000 roubles, an 
amount representing one-twelfth of 
the entire sum lant out oa real proper- 
ty^ The JMoscow Commoreial and Kieff 

WoiiiiftieroiarBfttikB, whioh have branches 
at Odessa, are in the like predicament, 
and about to rotiro from tho unfortu- 
nate place. No wonder that houses 
in Odessa should be worth one-third 
of what they wcro valued at si.v moiiLhs 
ago, and landed property be a drug 
in t|ie market at considerably less than 
half its former price. The cause of 
this unprecedented catastrophe is a 
three yearq' failure of tne crops.

Annnal Report of tho Board of Direor 
tor* of Royal Hospital, Victoria. 

Your Directors beg to reiinrt that the change made 
at the last general meeting, reducing the number of 
I'lectivo directors Inini sixleeii to six, has provwd, in 
our opinion, a decided ailvantage. 

During the last yt^ai your directors considered it 
expedient to elli et a change in the stall of tho • ospit- 
al by substituting a visiting for a ru-ldfnt aurgeon, 
and obtained the Bervlces of Dr. Davie: aUo, engag- 
ing Mr. Rutherford and wife as Btonard and cook. 
This change your directors find has shewn Increaaed 
efficiency with a considerable reduction in expendi- 
ture, as compared with previous years. 

Your directors regret to Bay that illness deprived 
them of the services of Mr. .tutherford, to whose ac- 
tive i?xen ions much of the improvemeut in the work- 
ing oi this in>.lltuilon is due. Another change midoby- 
tlie Doard was the purcliHse of supplies fro an trades, 
men in rotation, instead of by contract as formerly. 
This they consi.ler has proved beiieilcial so the Hos- 
pital and sa l-factory to th.. Hoard. 

At the commeiicenieiit of the year tho liooks of tho 
Hospital showed an indebtedm-ss of iJ.OOS 70, which 
amount was met by a grant frcui the Provincial Qov- 
ern/pent of 43,000. Of this sum {'2,2!j0 has been re. 
catTCa^yjthp Board and paid over pro rati^.as shown 
by the Treasurer's account; tho balance, $7S0, la still 
due from the provincial Qovernment. . 

During the year a new Ward baa been erected by 
the Quvcrumeut. which enabled tho directors to in- 
creasu the comfort of patients by making a day ward 
for convalescents to be U(-ed alB(j as a liiuing room. 
Hitherto all meals were served in thu sick wardl. 

'rhe drainage, wbii-h was v. ry ilefective, has been 
greatly Improved, and a dead-lnnise, whioh formerly 
was underneaili too lnilhli\ig. has been constructed 
on another part of the gnmml. 

Another iiupiovemint which adds much to Ui 
coinlorl of tho patients, and which your directors 
have been able to do oilt of the ordinary rereaue.was 
to purchase in England iron bedsteads to replace the 
old stretchers. 

During the year 105 patients have been admitt^, 
making, with 21 already there, a total of 137 indoor 
patients Of 'his, 11 have dii d, 99 have been dls. 
I'iiarged anil 17 reoiain In thi' w inln. There have also 
been 4lt persum. treale.l a.s outdoo p.ilients, ruC(dv- 
ing adviie an.l 111 diciiie gr.'itis. 'I'he daily cost per 
head averages '. cent-, and deducting the aiiiuulitf 
for furniture and repairs, reduceii this to 84 centupei 
li^ad. '1 be aviiugc -lu ripori^d last year, being fl 03 
thus showuii; a saving ol about M cents I>«r head per 
day dui log the pablyear.

Mr. Dewdnoy's notice for in- 
formation on this bead will bo found 
among other inlerebtiog railway items in 
another column. 

The New liunatio Asylum 
'Building a Failure. 

There are otio oi- uvo facts connect- 
ed wilh the builcUnL' now in course of 
erection at Now WestmiuRter for tliu 
purposes of a liniiitio asyluui, which 
would seem to wiu-raut a i iinpurtant 
departure iroui the oiigiual phnia and 
a material eulargemeut of the pre- 
misbi.' We are surprised co hear that 
the building when finished will fur 
niah uccoiuiiiodiition for only 2-i pa- 
tients; and that to secure that aceoiu 
modation an expenditure of nt least 
$35,000 will be necessary! T)ie plaus 
were prepared under the direcliou of 
the late Chief Con-missioner and Lauds 
& Works, and furnish adilitioiial evi- 
dence of the extensive ability of pecii 
liar fitness of chat distiuguishea per- 
sonage to conduct the must important 
department of the Government. A 
fact that renders his extraordinary 
conduct in respect to these plans in- 
explicable is the fact that at the time 
tbev weie prepared, less than a year 
ago, there were 28 lunatics in con- 
finement at the Indian Ke.^ervo. Since 
,tliat time the number bus grown to 3;). 
ctT eleven more ihcin the new builiiing will 
have aci:ommoda:ions for. What the ex- 
Ohief could have had ruuuiug through 
his capacious brain at the time we 
cannot think, unless he wanted to em- 
baraas his successor by throwing on 
his shoulders as much unuccessary 
work as possible. One or two things 
ar«^ quite clear; that if the original 
pliiW be adhered to the ctistly work 
.will be. a failure, because if the num 
iJer b'f' crazed oues should iuereaso in 
the same proportion during the pre- 
sent as during the past year, two asy- 
lums will have to be maintained or 
one-half the lunatics must be set at 
large! It is hoped that the Chief 
Commissioner will take steps to pre- 
vent the squandering of a sum of njo- 
ney in the erection of a building that 
■will be almost useless after comple- 
tion in its present form. 



Postal. 

Business men and others com])lain 
bitterly and justly of the lack of facil- 
ity for the rapid sorting and delivery 
of mails at the Victoria Postoffice. At 
no time full-handed, the death of poor 
Mr. Wootton and tho failure to fill 
his place, has reduced the srafif below 
the rank of efficiency and causes great 
inconvenience to those having busi- 
ness al tho oliice. Take the deliveiy 
of Thursday's mail as an example: 
The bags reached the office at 5 o'clock. 
From that hour till 7} o'clock tho en- 
tire stafi' - Inspector, Ahsistunt In- 
epector and two clerks — were kept 
basilyatwork surtiug and arrauging 
the matter for delivery — a crowd oi 
•200 persons mean \N bile. cooHng tluir 
heela and uttering "cursu.-i Itutlj loud" 
and deep" because of the del:iy tu 
which they were subjected. The office 
was kept opeu till 9 o oiock nud then 
the whole foico Lad to work till eleven 
o'clock to piejinre the out yoiug mail 
for the Noi 111 Pacific. Tho office is 
open daily, frwin 8 a. ui. tu 7 ]j. m , ii 
pciiod uf cloven hours. Wnen tliC 
mail arnvL's it is open lilj a 
much later hour. A tiouLljoiu 
mail arrives tind aepnrta at least twice 
and frequently three times a witk. 
Two mails have to bo despatched nml 
received each week fiun; the Mum 
laud, and generally two from the 
BastCoaat. In addition to these, for 
.^OTfiQ months in the year, there is a 
dassiar mad twice a month. There 
ore also the registered letters and the 
money orders— the latter having lar^'ely 
increased the work at tlie PusiuUice 
.8il)oe the treaty with the United ytaies 
^iiY-^airiding for an interchange came 
inio force. Frequently delicate wo- 
men and little children walk long dis 
tancos in inclement weather to post or 
ask for letters and find the wickot 
closed — the clerks being engaged in 
sending off a mail — and tlio office so 
ligbt-handed.tbat none can be spared 
to keep the wioket. It is a pitiful sight 
to witness the Huffering and exposure 
of some of those poor creatures. 

If the iuBtancos wo have cited were 
of infrequent occurrence thoy wo'ukl 
be bad enough; but they transpire al- 
most daily and the worst of the affiiir 
is tliat the blame falls on the wrong 
shoulders — tho officers and clerks 
stationed here, who are least to blame. 
Referring to tho Postmaster-Gonemi's 
report for 1875 we find that tho lotnl 
amount paid in salaries to tho official 
Staff at tho Victoria Postoffice was 



93,471, while the revenue from tlie 
office was nearly §15,000. Tlio reve- 
nue of the Kingston (Ontario) Post- 
office' for the same period was $15,- 
617.77, and tlio expenses about the 
same. It is now proposed at Ottawa to 
save the Victoria Postmaster's salary 
by slightly increasing the Inspector's 
salary iu oonsidoratiun of that geutleraan 
performing tho duties of Postmaster iu 
audition to his own. We regret-to„hear 
that our city members at Ottawa favor 
that view, and that tho plan will proba- 
bly bo adopted. Wo urunot surpriaed at 
tho senior uieiiiber. His brother having 
been an unsuccessful applicant for the 
position, bo is probably unwilling that 
anyone else should get the appointment, 
even if the publio iuturesta abpnldsuffer 
The junior member ia doubtless not 
av.aro of the publio inconvenience which 
ro.sultH from the weaknass of the ntulT, ox 
wo are sure ho would not support any 
huch peuay-iviau aud poun J-fouJisli poli- 
cy. 

We hope that tho business men of the 
city will put forth an effort to have a 
'statement of the ulter ioadequateneRs of 
the pbatoffioe staff forwarded to Ottawa 
without delay. ' ■

There was a general statement 
in the report of the Jlinistor of of Public 
Works, and he now laid ou the the table 
copies of all the contracts which hud 
been entered into for the Pacific railway, 
with a simple memorundum from the 
Chief Engineer. In cun.seq.ienco of seri- 
ous domestic diUlcultieg in tho family of 
that gentleman ho (Mr. Mackenzie) ha^ 
been unable to get a general report from 
him such as should bo publi-shed. That 
must necessarily be a volumeof consider- 
able size, and as some of tho engineers 
had only just como in from remote dis- 
tances, he found it would be very diffi- 
cult, if not impo.ssiblo, to present thorn 
before tho rising of tlio Houao. Tho 
Government might bo ablo, however, to 
present them in an incomplete form, and 
he hoped in the progress of the Estima- 
tes to give Bueh information to the House 
aa^Quld put ihom in possesuion of the 
malirfactB, uud enable them to oompre- 
hend the progresa which had been made 
during the year.

Mr. Bunster — The lion Loader of tho 
Governiuont said he expected to hear 
from Uritiali Columbia on this occasion. 
Well, she does not giyo a silent vote ou 
important qnestiuns. In my opinion for 
years back Canada has not been legislat- 
ing in her own inlorest, but rather in tlie 
intereat of tho neighboring Ropiiblio. We 
liavo not taken into tha consideration the 
advantages that tho United States have 
gaiiied under i\ high protective tariff. 
Will any hon. gentleman toll mo they 
have not thriven tinder that tariff? Wo 
find the goods which they have boon ex- 
porting and aro now sending to other 
countries are still protected. We find 
them computing with Briti.ih mauufao- 
turers in the markets of tho world, and 
ovon in England herself. Then it is high 
time tiiat we siiould protect our own in- 
duatrioa and kooiJ our people nt homo, 
riio nianufaoturora say the agricultural- 
ists do not want iirotoction. I deny that. 
It is as much neodod for one olaita as the 
other, and they should join hands to ob- 
tain it. I do not boliove in class legisla- 
tion. Tho neigliboring Republic has a 
po|)ulatiou of lO.dOU.Otil), while we have 
only some -l, 001). 000. There has boeu too 
much party atrifo in the Dominion for 
the good of tho nation; our great and 
magnificent interests have been totally 
neglected, including the grand project 
of the Canadian Pacilio R.iilway. - Had 
that euterpriMO been followed up iu a 
Ijriiper national apirit, instead of allow- 
ing politics to iuterforo with it, if the 
(joverniuoiit of the day had taken hold of 
it in tho intoresta of tho Dominion, wo 
would not now soo tho depression 
that in-ovaila throughout C.inuda. On the 
Pacilio Coast wo have not felt tliia do 
presaion yet, but we certainly have felt 
keen diaappointmont at the delay in 
building the Ruhviiy and the manner in 
whieli tlH! (iovernuient have run down 
the project and deteriorated thoir owu 
credit in the London market, which is 
banker fur lite world. Had tho Pacific 
Railway been pushed forward aa it should 
have been, instead of finding the people 
disbontented and apjilying to tho Mayor 
of Montreal for work or brea-.l, there 
would have been plenty of work for all 
who were willing to be oiuployod. When 
tho Hon. Finaneo Miiiiator in his spoaoh 
tella ua t!i'>.t ho haa a surplus of eleven 
millions of dollars on baud, and not a 
blow straok on the Pacific BaUway; it is 
neither creditable to himself uor to tho 
eonntrv, when it ia known thit he bor- 
roWi.'d the money on tho stronyth of 
building the railway across tho ooiitinout, 
British Columbia is aocused of boing un- 
reasonable, but 1 defy tho hon. moaibers 
of this IIouso to provQ that she is un. 
roaaonablo. She has never yet asked 'for 
bolter torios as other Provinoea havadone; 
all she ask.s ia the terms she was gnaran- 
tooil when she entered the Union. Bat 
tho tiovornmeut are not satisfied with 
breaking tlioHO terms, they must run 
down tho credit and resources of the 
country, which only requires to be devel- 
oped to prove that it ia as line a Province 
ns Ontario or Queboo. It ia no in- 
ducement for immigrants to come in 
and tettle with u», to ran down 
our Province. If the Government do not 
intend to carry oiit their proraiac, we in 
British ('olnuil)ia can bi;le our time. 
Four or fi - u years have passed ainco Con- 
fedc ralioii, and lit'le or nothing haa been 
done, except surveys, and the sending 
out of a few rails, which are now lying 
rusty and unemployed. The money bor- 
rowed by tho Hon. Finance Minister, al- 
tlKJiigh ol>taiu<-il to build tho Pacific 
Railway, is b.'ing employed in improving 
tlu> Ontario Carials. It wits not for that 
Uriliah Columbia eaiiie into Confedera- 
tion. I say any Govorninent who leave 
Iiolitics out of tho queftiion can see in 
S:iO,000.000 and 50,000.000 acres of land 
resources enough to build the Pacific 
Railway witLioiit inereasing the taxation 
of the people oiiO dollar. If the railway 
were built, in p'aco of a population of 
four nuilion-. as we now liavo, in four 
years wv. would have pis millions, and in 
ten yenra w-e will have a I'opulation of 
twenty millions. Then the tnanufacturers 
will not have to como to this House cry- 
iug for protection, as they will hove mar- 
ket enough for what they will have to 
sell. Wo have an example of railway en- 
terprise ill the United States, when two 
vouiig in<Mi obtained stock ennngh to 
build the Union Pacilie after the old heads 
on Wall .'-tnuit hail seoutoil tho idea as a 
wild enterprise. Canailiana, too, will have 
to rely on the young beads to build our 
Pacific Railway, as the old ones do not 
appear to have sufficient faith in the fu- 
ture of the country.

NEW ZEALAND. 

From the "Southern Cross" we give

After tt long absence Sir Julius Vo- 
gel, tho lute Premier of tho Colony, 
has just returned from a iirolonged 
visit to Europe.

The iniuiigration for tho year has 
thus far been 32,259 souls, or fully 
one-twelfth of tho whole population 
of tho colony. The emigration num- 
bered a total of (i,5G5, leaving a bal- 
ance in favor of the colony, or a not 
gain to the population of 25,696 per- 
sons. 

A company has been formed in New 
Zealand to transport fresh meat from 
that cor.n Iry to Europe. 

Threo little children who had boou 
deserted by their mother at PortChal- 
iiiois, wore found living alone, recent- 
ly, tho oldest, a child of seven or 
eight yeoi's, doing the washing and 
otherwise caring for her solf-appoint- 
ed cliargGs. 

A son of Mrs. A. Taylor, of Tapuka, 
was recently drowned in a stream 
wliile bathing. A singular fatality 
seems to hang over the family, the 
boy's father having beou found near 
tho same spot, while his mother's sec- 
ond husband and his brother were 
also killed by accident at about the 
same tune,

From the Sydney "Herald" we sum- 
marize as follows:— 

The general aspect of mining affairs 
duriu^ the mouth has been dull. Want 



of rain has seriously liampcrod opera- 
tions iu many of the alluvial districts, 
and some of tho cjnnrtz-crushing ma- 
chines have been idle from the "same 
cause.

VIOTOBU. 

A strike of masons has taken place 
on some of the Government works 
owing to a dispute with the contrac- 
tors. 

The new rush at Berlin is turning 
out well. Several new finds are re- 
ported. 

A marine aquarium, similar to the 
Brighton aquarium, is to be establish- 
ed in Melbourne. 

A case of refusal of burial rites, by 
a Roman Catholic priest, has occurred 
at Kangaroo Flat, in consequence of 
the children of the deceased attending 
a State school. 

John Bell, Bell Park, near Geelong, 
is dead. Ho was one of tho earliest 
settlors, having arrived in 1839. 

In the Villiers and Meytesbury elec- 
tion, Mr. Joues.Ministerfor Railways, 
beat Sir John O'Shanassy. 

Au address from a public meeting 
has been presented to His Excellency 
the -Goveriior, praying for a dissolu- 
tion of Parliament. 

At Auckland a bachelor has been 
sehtenced to 14 days' imprisonment 
for refusing to pay his education rate. 

QUEENSLAND. 

Fatal cases of sunstroke are report- 
ed in various parts of tho colony. 

Advices from Moonie, Louer "Wier, 
Lower Condamin and the Balonno 
river districts report that there is no 
grass, scarcity of .water, and no rain. 
Rain has since fallen in many parts of 
the colony. 

ADSTBAIiU. 

Tho Chief Secretary of South Aus- 
ti'a'.ia has been in communication 
with tho Governments of the other 
colonies with a view to some arrange- 
ment for carringout inter-colonial free 
trade. 

The colony has been divided into 
four educational districts for inspeot- 
tion purposes. 

The alluvial diggings at Sandy 
Creek, Port Darwin, are turning out 
well. A party of three got 15 ounces 
in a week. 

The Bendigo 'Advertiser' says: 

The official return of gold for the 
month of December has been forward- 
ed to us from the sub-treasury, and 
amounts to 31,380 oz. 5 dwt. against 
27,879 oz. fo7 the obrreaponding 
month of 1874, and ^5,783 oz. for 
November, 1875, showing a consider- 
able increase in favor of the last month 
of 1875, and also in a very marked de- 
gree bearing out the statement made 
in these columns on the occasion of 
the publication of our j'early statement 
of gold, calls and dividends, that a 
steady increase had taken place 
in the last half of the year, arguing 
well for the increased prosperity of 
1876. Excepting one year, viz., 1872, 
tho return just furnished to us is the 
largest obtained in Sandhurst for one 
month. In tho statement alluded to 
the return of gold for the month of 
December wns set down approximate- 
ly at 28,000 oz., bringing up a total of 
gold for th.' year 1875 to 291,844 oz.; 
since the compilation, however, of the 
complete official returns for that pe- 
riod, it is found that the correct yield 
of gold for the 12 months is 295,007 
oz. 

A correspondent of the Hamilton 

"Spectator," writing from Sasterton, 
say?; — "A young woman named Eliza 
Lord, of Corndale, in this neighbor- 
hood, lately being out on business or 
pleasure on honseback, started a full- 
grown kangaroo, to which she gave 
chase. Tho quarry dodged about, 
hopping backward ami forward over 
pretty still' fences, followed over each 
by the fair equestrienne, until his 
kangarooship, tiadiug himself stuck 
up, assumed the aggresive, and in his 
attempts to diamouut the rider, sadly 
disfigured tho steed. At length, seiz- 
ing his ojiportunity, the kangaroo 
bounded oti' to an adjacent swamp, 
plunged into fancied security and two 
feet of water. Nothiug daunted or 
checked by tho enemy's tactics, the 
lady throw herself from her horse, 
seized a waddy, followed the prey, 
and after a brief contest the marsupial 
was 'hors do combat.' The Amazon 
then procured assistance, and tho 
body of the slain was carried home iu 
triumph. 

A Polo named Eugene Sieraskowski, 
a very old man, haa boon arrested at 
Bendigo for an indecent assault tipou 
a little girl, and Hubsequeut develop- 
ments showed that he had been pur- 
suing his nefarious practices for sev- 
eral years, and had debauiiched a 
large number of children. Ho was 
soiitencod to a long course of impris- 
onment and held in heavy bonds for 
good behaviour after his release. 

Copper is reported to have been 
discovered in the Western District of 
New Sonth Wales, near Parkos. 

Tho Belfast "Banner" st^ys: A very 
curious tidal phenomenon was noticed 
in the river Moyuo, Victoria. Tho 
water all at ouoe came rushing down 
the river with a sudden force, ns 
though impelled by soino power at tho 
moiitii. In a luinuto all tho Hats wore 
covered, but just as quickly tho water 
receded and they wcro left, as dry as 
before, tho only diflieronco being that 
numbers of fishes and eels were de- 
posited on tho bauks. This occurred 
two or threo times -within about ton 
minutes, and was noticed by several 
persons on tho bank. One gontloman, 
who was fishing, suddenly found him- 
self in deep water, and "before ho 
could got, out of it," as ho termed it, 
tho water receded and loft him high 
and dry.
